Peril to Fruit 
in Southland 
Thought Past 


Rising temperature today will 
dispel fears that the cold wave 
might damage Southern Califor- 
nia’s citrus crops, the United States 
Weather Bureau predicted last 
night. Tonight no danger precau- 
tions need be taken, it was said. 
unless something unforeseen and 
unlikely should come about to 
keep the mercury from rising 
higher today than it has for the 
past three or four days. 

“Saturday, fair and cold, light 
frosts in the morning followed by 
partly cloudy weather and slowly 
rising temperature,” was the offi- 
cial prediction for today by the 
Weather Bureau last night and to 
it was added the unofficial remark 
that “there will be practically no 
danger from frost Saturday night.” 

The bureau received last nicht 4 
foreeast by the San Francisco bu- 
reau which, based on radio mes- 
sages from ships at sea and on 
other information, was as follows: 

“Increasing cloudiness ahd rising 
temperature probably fo)l'owed by 
rain in the next twenty-four or 
thirty-six hours in Culifornia, and 
snow changing to rain and, higher 
temperature in Oregon and Wash- 
ington.” 

I have talked over the telephone 
with all of the citrus districts,” 
said Dana King, sgles.manager for 
the California Fruit Growers’ . Ex- 
change, “and I could not find that 
damage had been done anywhere. 

“In Tulare county and the San 
Joaquin Valley there might have 
been a little damage to the Valen- 
cia oranges which will mature next 
spring but it is too early yet to 
ascertain how much the damage 
amounted to. It does not seem to 
have amounted to much. The navel 
oranges there have all been picked 
and started on their way to the 
markets. 


“In Southern California there 
was no damage so far as I could | 
find. There was very little smudg- 
ing except in the lemon groves. 
Lemons are a little more suscepti- 
ble to cold than oranges and in 
many of the lemon groves fires 
were started when it got coldest. 
just before sunrise. However, the 
temperature did not remain low 
except for a very short time and 
the fires soon were extinguished.” 

Not until the temperature falls 
to 27 deg. ie there cause for alarm, 
Mr. King said, and at that tem- 
‘perature the cold would have to 

resist for several hours before 
amage would result. He said fruit 
juice does not freeze as quickly 
as water and there is some heat 
in the fruit. & drop to 25 deg.

Hun- 
dreds of injuries and scores of fires 
‘ave been reported. 

The blizzard of sleet und snow 
gave Chicago a wild night and day. 
Wires and trees were coated heav- 
ily with ice so that the slightest 
breeze snapped them. Power and 
light lines were put out of com- 
mission; telephone and telegraph 
lines were so hard hit that the city 
was almost cut off from the rest 
of the world. ; 

Sifppery sidewalks ntinued to 
keep hospitais and drug stores 
busy in spite of the snow. Few 
serious accidents were reported. 
however, probably because prac- 
tice has made Chicago adept in 
the tricky part of skating about 
the streets. 


On pavements and ralis the ice 
caused similar trouble. Motor 
traffic was almost at a standstill 
until snow began falling at mid- 
night to give traction to spinning 
wheels. Surface line transporta- 
tion was the chief sufferer with 
schedules knocked into a cocked 
hat.

Amendment Adopted Hits at 
State Regulation

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The 
Senate made such progress today 
on the Underwood Muscle Shoals 
bill that a fina] vote appeared like- 
ly soon after the Christmas recess. 

A number of amendments which 
hitherto proved troublesome were 
disposed of, and, although there 
was no announced agreement on a 
time for a final roll call, the day’s 
developments appeared to be ac- 
cepted by both sides as promising 
an early settlement of the issue. 

After two days of debate, the 
Senate accepted, 41 to 29, the 
amendment by Senator Walsh, 
Democrat, Montana, providing for 
government regulation of power 
distributed interstate. 


OPPOSE STATE CONTROL 


The Walsh amendment served 
to put the Senate on record as be- 
ing opposed to State regulation of 
government corporations. As 
drawn, the bill provided for State 
regulation of power produced at 
Muscle Shoals by either a lessee or 
government corporation. Senator 
Underwood made no serious objec- 
tions to the amendment, but con- 
sidered it unnecessary. 

A number of other amendments 
were accepted by the Alabama Sen- 
ator and adopted without a record 
vote. These would require the dis- 


tribution of all power not needed 
for the manufacture of fertilizer; 
provide that a lease of the proper- 
ty cannot be transferred without 
approval of the President, and that 
farmers be given preference tn the 
sale of fertilizer; authorize leasing 
of the prroperty either separately 
or as a whole, and stipulate that 
the lessee shall set aside “an ade- 
quate reserve fund” to cover de- 
preciation and guarantee the gov- 
ernment against loss.
